It  would  take  a bit  longer  to  get  those  documents,  and 
in  general,  we’d  prefer  to  scan  them  & provide  electronic  copies,  rather  than  making  originals 
available.  Depending  on  volume,  we  can  usually  retrieve  off-site  documents  in  a week  or  two.

Dianna  - Please  respond  to  all  as  I will  be  out  of  the  office  next  week  (May  26-30)  and  may  not 
be  able  to  respond  to  email  quickly.  For  the  Upper  Animas,  the  remedial  program  has  an  IA 
with  USACE  and  their  contractor,  CB&I  to  gather  and  organize  data  that  has  been  collected  in 
the  Upper  Animas  watershed  as  a “prelude”  to  the  scoping  of  an  Rl.
